An Electric Wire Gets Fouled With One 


of the Western Bnlon'».-A Fire, Con- 
siderable Damage and a Narrow 


What might have been a very Bmous 


accident, resulting in the destruction ol 
property and possibly the leas ef life, had 
fortune been a trifle less favorable, occur- 
red Wednesday night at the Western 
Union Telegraph Oo.'s repeating office in 
this city. 


Tbe falling enow cad collected npon one 


of the electrio light wires in sufficient 
quantities to cause it to sag down npon a 
Western Union wire. 
The snow acted ai 


a perfect conduit, and the electric light 
current proceeded to divide its thousand 
volts with the comparatively weak current 
in the other wire. Where the two met, at 
timer, would stream up a dazzling electric 
flame. The night operator, Mr. Sedgwicb, 
was in tbe repeating office, and about 9 
o'clock noticed that something was wrong 
with the wires. An examination showed 
that the shift board was afire and that the 
combDstible portions of half the instru- 
mants were burning.

THE SECRET BALLOT. 


Th»iModu»3 Operand! of| the Australian 


Ballot law. 


Virginia Chronicle: 
Notwithstanding 


the Australian ballot system was recom- 
mended by both parties in their State plat- 
forms, there appear to be quite a number 
of persons who are in ignorance in regard 
to the details of its workings. 
They - are 


substantially at follows: Ballots nre to be 
provided at public expense. 
None but 


these ballots are to be used; on them are 
to be printed the names of all candidates 
who are nominated either by conventions 
or petitions a short period prior to the 
election; the ballots are to be distributed 
only by sworn tallot clerks, at the polls, to 
voters, and for actual and immediate nee 
in voting. The voter is allowed five min 
ntes in which to retire to a booth conven- 
iently arranged, where he secretly marks 
his choice of candidates upon the face of 
the billot, or, if he prefers, writes the 
names of candidates of his own nomina- 
tion in place of those already printed; hav- 
ing done this he proceeds directly to the 
ballot box, and, witbont exposing tbe face 
of the ballot or communicating with any 
cue, deposits the baUot as bis vote. 
For 


the benefit of the blind and illiterate, such 
a voter is permitted (o select one of tbe 
two ballot clerks, who, under oath of fidel- 
ity aod secrecy, assists him to mark his 
ballot. If any person iu preparing a ballot 
spoils it, he may successively obtain others 
one at a time, not exceeding three in all, 
upon returning eacb spoiled one. 
Tbe 


ballots thus spoiled must be immediately 
cancelled and 
preserved by the ballot 


clerk. 


Cleveland's Mln«tr«ls.

IRRIGATION. 


T«it of the Bill Introduced by Repre- 


sentative Vandevcr. 


Below is the test of tbe bill introduced 


in the House Monday by Congressman 
Vandever. It is thought in Washington 
that the bill, amended somewhat, will be 
pabsed before the session closes. As it will 
have an-important bearing on Nevad i it is 
given in full: 


SECTION 1. The Secretary of the Inte- 


rior shall causa the arid lands of the 
United States, where irrigation is ueoetflary 
for Eaccessful agriculture, tp be surveyed 
and platted into irrigation districts in such 
a manner that each district shall consist of 
a basin for tho collection, storage and dis- 
tribution of the water to be used in irriga- 
tion, together with a calcbinent area and 
sites for reservoirs on all irrigable lands on 
which tbe waters of such irrigation dis- 
tricts can ba used for irrigation. 


SBC. 
2. That Jaodj embraced in tbe ir- 


rigation districts as herein provided shall 
be ceded to the several States and Terri- 
tories in which they are situated for tbe 
purpose of reclamation and settlement 
upon tbe following conditions, 
lo-wit: 


First—It shall be incumbent upon the 
State or Territory to provide that the qual- 
ified voter* of each irrigation district may 
organize as a body corporata and politic, 
for the purpose ol controlling water tor ir- 
rigation and for other beneficial purposes 
and for tbe construction of . irrigation 
works by any of the methods to-wil: First, 
by the sale of irrigable lands; second, by 
he co-operation of the people interested 
therein; third, by taxes levied on the lands 
rrigated; fourth, by the issuance of irri- 
gation district bonds, the interest and prin- 
;ipal to be paid by tries levied on the 
ands irrigated; fifth, by granting to per- 
sons and corporations the right and impos- 
ng on them the duty of supplying water 
'or irrigatien and other beneficial purposes 
ibrongb the agency of irrigation works for 
a term of twenty-seven yeaw, aod by fur- 
ther providing tbat at the eiplration of 
such term of twenty-seven years from (he 
>eginning of the first service of water the 
rights and doties of such person* or cor- 
>orations shall terminate, and all luoh ir- 
igation works shall thereupon beoomtt and 
be the 
property 
of 
the 
respective 


rtigation districts to which they pertain; 
hen in such eosa tbe people of each irri- 
gation distiict in their corporate capacity, 
may use aod control the reservoirs and 
sites for storage of water for agricultural 
and other beneficial purposes. Second— 
if shall be incumbent npon tbe State or 
Perritory to select buitable irrigable land*, 
o be disposed of by the State or Territory, 
as hereinafter provided, and the residue of 
ands in tbe irrigation districts shall be 
declared timber lands, to remain the in- 
ilienable property of the State or Territory 
as catchment areas for water to be used in 
rrig.ition. 


SKO. 
3. Any State or Territory in which 


are situated any of the irrigation districts 
provided for in this Act shall have author- 
ty to dispose of the irrigable lands by sale 
o actual settlers, tbe proceeds of such sale 
o be used in the construction of irrigating 
works neeessnry for their reclamation. 


SEC. 
4. That any State or Territory in 


rbich are situated any of the irrigation 
listriots provided for in this Act shall have 
authority to provide by statoU for tbe use 
and protection of the forests of timber lands 
nd the use and protection of tbe grazing 
on pasturage lands by citizens of the irri- 
;»tion districts.

SEC 5. Tbat this Act shall not be oon- 
traed to convey to the States or Terri 
x>rieg any mining lands er coal lards in- 
iluctel in the timber and pasturage lands, 
>ut such mining and coal lands shall be 
subject to acquirement under the statutes 
of tbe United States provided for their dis- 
posal, 


Sso.f. 
That whenever (be Governor of 


any State or Territory wherein are situated 
any of tbe irrigation districts provided for 
n this Act shall have certified to tbe Presi- 
dent of the United States that tho provis- 
ons of this Act have been complied with by 
such State or Teiritory, and shall have 
>roper)y exemplified tho sime, and if the 
'resident shall find that such provisions 
mve been properly complied wilb, be is 
ier«by authorized to issue bis proclamation 
setting forth the facts and declaring that 
snob State or Territory, and the people of 
such irrigation districts, are entitled to Ibe 
>eoefitB of this Act, and thereupon it shall 
lave full force and effect.
